Hundreds of Christians Have 
Be«n Massacred.

Athens, Fob. 6.— Advices received 
from the ialaud of Crete are to the effect 
Ibat Mcioiui trouble has broken ont at 
Oanaa, wbion originated in the nn- 
foonded report that the Maaroliaans 
had killed 87 Ohiistlaa MBtinell at 
Alcroetri. 

When the report wae received the vali 

ordered the troops to proceed to the de- 
fense of the Christian villagea. The 
troopa were attacked and itisrqwrted 
that 20 persons were killed. Several 
villages were destroyed by fire. Canea 
itself is in a state of complete revolt. 
The Mnawilmane, it ia claimed, institated 
the attacks upon the Ohriatiana and 
OOmnienced thti diseharRe of fireiirniH. 
A ooniiderable nomber of persons per- 
ished in the conflict. FinaUj, it was 
observed, the Bo'.dicrs themselves fired 
from the rainpaxtsi on the lieads of the 
Ohristians. 

The Mossolmans set fire to the qnar- 
Un ooeapied by the Christians and the 
flames were visible ftom the wanhips 
-of the powers anchored in the harbor. 
The flames appeared t^ be ppreadinp in 
the direction of the arclibihliop and the 
Greek scluxils. Tlie eniiiiiKinilers of the 
Italian and French gunboats attempted 
to stop the flghtinff and landed small 
detachments of soldiers for the purpose 
of protecting the telegraph oflloes. The 
Christians at Halepa souplit refuge at 
the offices of the foreign consuls and on 
board the gnhboat. 

The vali and the consols of the pow- 
ers were near Halepa when the ont- 
hceak commenced, bat thejr were nn- 
«Ue to enter Oanea nntil nightfall. The 
fighting ceased, ibat according to the; 
latest advices the fires started for the 
purpose of destroying the buildings 
have not yet been extingoished. 

Three-fourths of the Christian qoar- 
ten in the dtyof Oanae have been 
burned to the ground, according to late 
advices received from the island of 
Crete. The Christians, while trying to 
escape to the warships, were attiieked 
\fj (he Mussulman population and many 
wore killed and injored. The total 
number of victims as a result of the re- 
cent fighting is estimated at 800. 

In the legislative chamber the presi- 
dent of the council, Th Del Yannis. au- 
liOnnced that the government had or- 
dered two men-of-war to proceed at 
(Hioe to Chrete. The announcement was 
followed laj a scene of intense excite- 
ment and enthusiasm. 

MiuiHter of Murine Levidis ordered 
the gun vessel Salaniiuia to leave her 
dock immediately. It is stated that 
some torpedo boats have also been or- 
dered to make leadj for a possible trip 
to Crete. 

Minister of Foreign affairs Skonses 

has paid a visit to the representatives of 
the powers stationed here for the pur- 
pose of as.suring theui all of tlie ])aeilie 
nature of the mission of the Grecian 
warships ordered to Crete. The vessels 
selected for this expedition include the 
irondad Hydra, wlth»crewoC600men, 
and the croiser Ifykale, with • orew of 
800 men. 

The latest news from Cane4i i.s to the 
effect that foreign vessels are already 
engaged in the work of transporting 
refuses to the Grecian island <rf Milo. 
It Is also announced that the- foreign 
consuls were obliged to make their es- 
cape from Halepa to Canea by way of 
the sea. 

It is reported tliat a large number of 
womon and children have already been 
landed on the island of Milo by the Ital- 
ian cmiaer. The men in most ihstanbes 
remained at Crete. They barricaded 
theii' housus and made other prepara- 
ticns forth* ap proadiing straggle. 

l.ondon Mew*' Aeeomt. ' 

London, Feb. 6.— A dispatch to The 
Daily News from Athens says ; The 
situation at Canea has reached a crisis 
of blood and fire. The Turkish troops 
have joined hands with the uative Mos- 
folmau cutthroats. The consul has sent 
telegrams to the effect that the situation 
is hopeless. At Retimo S,000 Mussul 
mans nssembled in front of the govern- 
ment hoose and threatened to slaughter 
the entire Ohriatian poDolation unless 
all of ^ armied Ohiunans outside of 
the town would consent to disperse. 
The attempts to exclude the Mussul- 
mans from the stratesio portions of the 
town were abandoned upon the advice 
of the bishop, and the Christians finally 
oonsentod to retire. This concession on 
tha put of the Christians, however, 
does not prevent the Mussulmans from 
continuing to besiege Christian villages.

— The senate 
yesterday admitted Biohard R. Kenn^

All opposition to the seating of Mr. 
Kenney was withdrawn. Republican 
senators conceding that his credentials 
from Govenior Tunnel certifying that 
the regular legislator* had chosen him 
in due form save him a prima facie 
right of admisnon. Mr. Chandler and 
iar. Hoar expressed this view and 
stated that Mr. Kenney's title would be 
attacked hereafter on the ground that 
his credentials, while i>rima facie cor- 
rect, came from a legislature fraudu- 
lently elected. Mr. Hoar made the fur- 
ther statement that the Dupont casi' 
could not be reopened, having once been 
passed upon by the senate.

Wasiiinotox, Feb. 0.— The conferes 
on the imnrignition bill, which was 
Thursday recommitted to them, reached 
a second agreement. The requirement 
in the first report Ithat immigrants shaJl 
read "the English language or the lan- 
guage of their native or resident coun- 
try" is changed so as to require them to 
read "the English language or some 
other language." 

This section was al.^o anu-uded so as 
to admit the illiterate w ivs and minor 
children of immigrants who are other- 
wise qualified and capable. 

Section 9, which authorizes immigra- 
tion officers to take into custody immi- 
grants who obtain admission to the 
country by fraud or deception, was 
stricken out to meet the objection that 
it contained matter which had not been 
acted upon by either house or congress. 

Senator Lodge, manager of the mil on 
the part of the senate, says that he 
thinks it will now pass without anv se- 
rious opposition, as clianges have been 
made to meet most of the material ob- 
jections. Senator Hill, who was one of 
the critics of the orikiaal report, says 
that he will now suppo^ b it.

Canton, O., Feb. 6. — About the usual 
number of visitors called at the McKin- 
ley residence yesterday. In the morn- 
ing people from many parts of the coun- 
try wanted to "see Mr. MoKlnley for a 
few minutes," and the president elect 
met all pleasantly. Logan C. Murray 
of Louisville said he had a very satisfac- 
tory couference with the presidentelect. 
Mr. Murray returned, by appointment, 
at 2 o'clock for a further conference. 
He said his vidt here was to talk over 
the sitnation In Kentucky in regard to 
the senate. 

Mr. Murray said that St. .John Royle, 
the Republican caucus nominee, had a 
bright chance of being the iie.vt senator 
from the iilue (Jrass state, although Mr. 
Yerkes has a great many t'rienfls and 
admirers. When asked as to t lie p< ssi- 
bility of (io\ eriior Tiradley a|ii>oiiitiiig a 
succe8.sor to Senator Hlackburn, Mr. 
Mixrray sai<l this might occur, but he 
did not kno\v how Governor Bradley 
stood on the subject. Mr. Murray h it 
at 4 : 15 for his home by way of Cleve- 
land. 

National Chairman M. A. Hanna. 
who came here 3-esterdav afternoon, 
had about tliree hours iu the city, the 
greater part of which was spent iu con- 
sultation with Major McKinley. "I am 
not talking now,*' he said, "because I 
have nothing to say and there is no use 
insisting " While there was much con- 
jecture iu Canton and elsewhere when 
his visit was announced about yester- 
day's conference being iu connection 
with his acceptance of the postma-ster 
generalship, it is not believed that such 
was the object of his trip. The gossip 
predicting that Mr. Hanna will not en- 
ter the senate as the successor of Sena- 
tor Shermas beoMise Gtovernor Bush- 
nell will not appoint him is not gener- 
ally believed here, and the minority 
of Ohioans who come here. 

One of the day's visitors arrived frtmi 
the east in the afternoon and while he 
declined to give his name or talk of his 
mission, it is supposed that he was John 
J. Searles of New York. He went to 
the train on which Mr. ELanna arrived 
aud the two men rode alone to the Mc- 
Kinlev house. There was a vague ru- 
mor that Mr. Searles was here on behalf 
of Colonel J. J. McCook for a cabinet 
place, but nothing in the line of verifi- 
cation is obtainable. However, Colonel 
McCook is still in cabinet gossip.

LaxiNOTo.H, Ky., February 4.— A newly 
made mound in the Lexington eeaaetery 
marics the last resting place of Etiaa Van 

.\ntwerp Rascom, a woman who a half 
century ago moved in the highest society 
of Blue Orasa Kentucky, but whose life 

ended on Monday last among the colored 
people who for years have t>een her as- 
sociates. 

Elisa Van Antwerp Bascom was the 
daughter of Thomas Van Antwerp, a 
very wealthy New York merchant, one 
of whose sons was the late Louis Van 
Antwerp, of the firm of Van Antwerp, 
Bragg & Co., Cincinnati. She was born 
in New York City in 1811. In 1839 she 
was married in New York City to Rev. 
Henry Bidleman BaHcom, who was one 
of the moat noted men of his day. 

An exponent of the Methodist doctrine, 
at so early an age of fifteen he attracted 
universal attention. The peerless Henry 
Clay waa an admirer of the youthful 
clergyman, and at the ago of ei;:hteen, 
through Clay's influence, lie was made 
Chaplain of Congress. One moutli atter 
bis marriage he came to Kentucky, and 
was made President of the Methodbt 
Collefre at Lexini;ton. 

Three years later he was electet) Fresi- 
daat of the famous Transylvania Univer^ 
aity, in this citv. f.ii'er he v.-nx made a 
Biahop. In 1850 he went to look after 
the Indian missions, and on the retnm 
trip was taken ill ;it r.oiii.«villi', and died 
September 8, KSoO. Bish ip Biocom and 
his wife, a highly «dacat«Kl woman, 
favored the freedmn of t!ie iir-unic!", and 
spoke and wrote in favor nf alxiliiion. In 
this way they incurred the displeasure 
of the ariatocrats of this section, who 
were at that period great slave holders. 

After the death of h*r husband Mri». 
Bascom coutinuod her work in behalf of 
the ne^'roes, and, on seeing the fruits of 
her labor in tlie proclamation of emanci- 
pation, January 1, 1803, she shut herself 
ont from the worid of society, and liveil 
until the hour of In-r death with her only 
daughter, in a little white house on South 
Broadway, surmunded t>yo(dored people, 
who saw her buried to-day.

RBVIEW OF TRADE. 

O. nmm Jl Company's Weekly R«port on 
tke CoiKlltlnii of ItuKlnrM. 

New York, Feb. 6.— R. (i. Dun & 
Company's weekly reylew of trndo says : 
No important chaasw in bosiuesa, but 
the nnmbor of nuumfttetoring establith- 
ments starting nmrh pxcoe<l8 the nntn- 
ber of those pt<ippin>f during tlio week, 
Bc; imu'li that the curtailnioiit of work- 
iug time iu uiauy cottuii mills probably 
does not Umm the aggregate pi\)diictive 
force or amoont of wages paid. Tb*To is 
distinct increase iu orders for woolen 
goods, some gain in the Kilk niniinfac- 
tare, a waiting condition v.ith grain, in 
one branch c€ boots and shoes, and in- 
dications of better things coming in the 
iron and steel mannfurtore. All symp- 
toms are favorable in the money market 
and a large sale of securities iu connec- 
tion with the Northern Pacific and Ore- 
gon Navigatiim interaats to Etuvpcan 
purchasers will put off still further the 
possibility of gold exports. It is ako 
cheering erldeuce of ooafldenoe among 
European investors. 

To many it Is a most perplexing feat- 
nre-ef outxent events that wheat does 
not rise much, though it has advanced 
1 8-4 cents for the week. Atlantic ex- 
ports have been only 1,606,046 bushebi, 
floor included, against 1,960,4S6 for the 
same we^ last year, while western re- 
ceipts have been only 1,468,170 bushels, 
against 3,800,407 last year. The condi- 
tion of the market is not explained by 
any special information, but cnirent 
prices show that no great confldenoe is 
felt in the estimates of inp|iiUes avaial- 
ble for the rest of the year. 

Ckitton fell to 7 1-4, after the agree- 
ment to close Fall River and other print 
cloth works became known, but recov- 
ered the quotation of a week ago, 7.81, 
without further news. Spinners' tak- 
ings have been small this year, those of 
northern mills about 400,000 leM than 
in 1804-96, that the admitted narrow- 
ness of demand for goods has at present 
considerable weight. 

Salt s of wool nave been smaller than 
in other recent weeks and yet are fur in 
excess f>f the eonsuiiiption of all mills 
for a week if all were fully employed. 
TluTf has been only a slight stitfeiiing 
111 pvn i>. bat more foreign wool will be 
taken and stored, it is beli(?ved, if west- 
ern holders eontinno to d(;niand hi^jlvr 
prices. More important than these in- 
dications is a little better demand for 
hcuvywt ight ^oods, which has led some 
of the Hinalh'r mills to bny nioro freely 
and thus t'nable a number to start oper- 
ations. 

Prices of Hest^einer pig and prey forge 
at Pittsbnrg have slightly advani'»'d 
with aninch more hop 't'ul feeling, not- 
withstanding the comparative narrow- 
ness of the demand for finishid jirod- 
ncts, and in plates and wire and wire 
nails there is much more business with 
g(X)d prc)spects. Billets are ([uoted at 
lj»16.26 with scarcely any demand at 
present, and reads at ^-il. while No. 27 
bhick sheets are quoted at only 2 cents. 
Reports that 2.-, 000 tons of steel plate 
and sheet bars have been e.xjtorted to 
England an^ only iudications of the 
temporary e.\ce.s.>, of supply over demand 
in this country and are not su])pos( d to 
have reaUze<l au3' profit. Yet it is stated 
that prices of cast pipe are from $.i to $8 
per ton lower at New Yt)rk than at 
Scotch works. Pars are (juoted at the 
lowest price ever known at Philadel- 
phia witnout much improvement in the 
demand, and steel rails are still inactive 
and nnchangt d in price, the railroads 
waiting for a decliue corresponding to 
the fall iu billots. Bat on the whole 
the demand for iron and steel products 
is slowly gaiuing, and a considerable 
proportion of the works is fully em- 
ployed, though the gain is not yet 
enough for those who have taken large 
stocks of material or products on specu- 
lation. 

Failures for the week have been 811 
in the United States, against 828 hwt 
year, and 68 in Canada, against 67 last 

year. 

NICARAG'J A CANAL BILL DEAD. 

CoDfBrenoM With Hon** Leaden TMscIote 

Tliut It Can Not TitM That Koilv. 

W.\siiiN(iT()N, Feb. 6.— Senator Al- 
drich and other friends of the Nicaragua 
canal bill have had confereuccs with 
Speaker Reed and other house leaders, 
regarding the possibility of the bill be- 
ing bronght up in the house in case it 
should pass the sciiati'. The result has 
been that tlie bill will be aljandoued in 
the senate next Monday, and the bank- 
ruptcy bill brought forward. 

The friends of the Niearaguan bill, 
while in a majority, doubt if the me:i8- 
ure cou be brought to a vote, but they 
know the futility of their eSTorts, auluss 
there is some assurances that the bill 
will rec^'ive consideration in the house. 
Nothiug but a phyiioal test would bring 
the bill to a vote now, and a large num- 
ber of those supporting the bill will not 

Ginto such a test when it will not even 
taken up in the house. The confer- 
ences conviuced the senators that the 
Nicaragua bill will not receive coiisider- 
ation in the house, and they decided 
that it was better to withdraw it.

struction of Port Darwin, in Australia, 
l)y a hurricane. Th(^ wind was acconi-

An Old Hymn. 
A pathetic and yet charming stoty is 
told of the origin of the well known 
hymn, "Blest be the He that binda," 

which was written by Rev. John Paw- 
cett. an English Baptist, who died in 
IS 17. iiaving Spent nearly 60 ytan in 
the ministry. 

It was in 1772, after a few years 
spent in pautoral work, that he was 
called to London tosnrceed the Rev. Dr. 
Gill. His farewell ecrmcn had been 
preaclu d near Moinsgatc iu Yorkshire. 
Six r.r s.'veii wagons stood loaded with 
hi.s furniture and Icoks, and all was 
ready for dej'i'.ituro. 

But his loviug people were heart- 
broken. Men, women and children gath- 
ered and clnug about him and his fam- 
ily with sad and tearful faces. Finally, 
overwla lined with the sorrow of tliose 
they were leaving. Dr. Fawcett and 
his wife sat down on one of the r««'\fytg 
oases and gavo way to grief. 

"Oh, Johu," cried Mrs. Fawcett •! 
last, "I cannot bear this I I know aot 
how to go, " 

"Nf/r I either," returned her hus- 
band, " and we will uot go. The wagons 
Fhall be nnkudcd and vrexything |ivt 
in its old place." 

His people were filled with intense 
icj and gratitude at this determination. 
Dr. Fawcett at once sent a letter to 

London explaining the ease, and then 
resolutely returned to his work on ii sal 
ary cf less than f 200 a year. 

This hymn was written to commcmo 
rate the event When Mr. Ccffiug, a 
missionary at Aintab^ in Armenia, set 
out in 1860 to ezplrre the Taurus moon- 
tains, he was to jKiietrafe an entirely 
new and dangerous ti( Id. This fact was 
fully realiz(d by tl.i- iiduiliil;:nts of 
Aintab, and they gathered to tho num- 
ber cf 1,500 at the roadsides and bade 
farewell to the missionary and his fam- 
ily in (he Armenian words of this hymn, 
written IK arly a century before ly the 
devoted Yorkshire preaehtr. — Youth's 
Companion.

COmplished by the consolidation of the 
old public library, which, iu its location 
iu the city hall, was of little use to the 
public, and the Fisk lihraiy, whldi had 
been straggUag along without suffldcnt 
means to fOstMn it and keep it np with 
the times. 

Some months ago the city goverumeut 
of New Orleans found that it had on its 
hands St. Patrick's hall, a naoions and 
well built atroctaxe for which the dty 
ueither had use nor could find a proper 
tenant. The buildiug had formerly been 
occupied by the criminal court, but this 
had beeu removed to a new building. So 
it remained vacant for several months, 
when the propoeiticm was made to com- 
bine tho two librariea and lonrte ttiem 
in St. Patrick's hall, at the same time 
making the consolidated library free to 
tlie ])ulilic. 

Tliis proposal was heartily indorsed 
by all inemliers of the city government, 
and the thing was done. A board of di- 
rectors, consisting of seven gentlemen 
who are to hold office for life, was ap- 
pointed. The combined libnuries give 
the new t)ne .'i-1,000 volumes to start 
with and an incomo which will enable 
the lil,<rariaii not only toiiuikoraony ad- 
ditions, bat to keep on file all the mag- 
azines and papers osnally firand in well 
appointed reading loana The Fisk li- 
brary was not a dioalating library and 
was merely niaintoiliedfor reference. It 
was founded by the gift to the city of 
property yi( Iding tin income of $2, 000 a 
year from Abijah Pisk, a wealthy mer- 
chant. 

The new public library is to be open 
every day in the year, Stmdays and hol- 
idays included. On Sundays it Avill only 
be open iu tho aftenuxin, but on other 
days its d(X)rs will bo open from !» a. m. 
to 9 p. lu. Books may be takeu out by 
card holders. The new library has been 
opened with appropiate ceremonies, 
and the cataloguing is ezpeoted to be 
completed by March 15, when every book 
iu it will be accessible to the public.
